BOABD OF INSTRUCTION. 


The question now uppermost in the minds of the people in this section is the 


construction of the electric railroad from Kittery to Eliot. The general demand 
of the people for the proposed extension between the two towns has aroused the 
warmest kind of a discussion of the matter, but what has been said on both sides 
has perhaps been unsatisfactory to everybody interested in the proposition. No* 
a person heard from thus far objects to the building of the line. The discussion 
has brought out some uncalled for personalities, and hints of political interference 
have baen made in regard to the Kittery end of the subject. It is needless to saJ 
that there has been no foundation for this latter part of the argument. The first 
uthorized statements from the parties interested moat, tho electric railway com- 
pany and the selectmen, are niado in this paper today, and are exclusive and cor- 
rect. Both sides tell of the difficulty and about the delay. 


This much may be settled on after tho matter has been summed up: The ex- 


tension to Eliot will be built as soon as possible, under auy circumstances. 
Whether the line will be built this summer, it is truly impossible to state. If not 
at once, work will begin during the summer. 


And another thing: The Kittery selectmen have come to an agreement. The 


hitch has been in the Eliot bridge part of tbe hue. The Kittery selectmen held 
their last meeting on Monday evening lust. What tho chairman of the Kittery 
board of selectmen has to say is told in his own words. 
While the selectmen 


have agreed, Mr. Moloon, of tbe electric raihoad company, has bad no notice of 
any agreement, and is still waiting to heir from thorn. Mr. Meloon believes tbat 
the railroad company has done everjthiug possible to hasten the action of the se- 
lectmen an.I thinks that the petition for the layout should have been returned 
with what the company asks for, before this. 


Mr. Philbrick is emphatic in his statement that thoro is not the least opposi- 


tion to the company, and thai as far as political interference is concerned, such 
insinuations are scandalous and have no place in tho discussion. 


The Herald reporter visited Mr. Philbrick at his home in Kittory and ob- 


tained from him what is today presented and in his own words. 
Mr. Meloon 


also gives to the Herald the company's side of the argument on the subject. 
The 


Herald has been strictly impartial in the matter in the past and tho information 
it gives its readers is timely and fair. Being the first paper to announce the de- 
cision to build the line, it has kept its readers fully informed iu regard to the 
matter, and the information toduy is what tho people are expecting and should 
know. 


The regular meeting of the board of

The entire corps of 
teachers at present employed io tbe 
public schools was re elected for an- 
other year, and considerable other 
business was done. 


1 he High school tuition for out of 


town pupils, for the ensuing year, was 
fixed at thirty dollars, instead of twen- 
ty-five as heretofore. 


It was announced that the present 


term at the High school will close on 
June 21st, and tbat the graduation exer- 
cises will be held in Philbrick hall. 


The High school committee reported 


that another assistant teacher will be 
needed there next year, also tbat it will 
be necessary to partition off a room in 
the laboratory, for the accommodation 
of the pupils. Supt. Morrison was in- 
structed to wait upon the committee on 
scboolbouses and request the construc- 
tion of this partition. 


Two or three minor changes in the 


rules and regulations were decided up 
on and the superintendent was author- 
ized to present a now draft for the next 
meeting. 


After the business session a long in- 


formal discussion of the new High 
school project ensued. It ended by the 
board resolving itself into a committee 
of twr4ve to continue tbe agitation of 
the idea.

Labor Troubles In 


While tbe industrial war in Spain 


appears to be subsiding, 
curiously 


enough similar troubles are in prog- 
ress in Italy. The danger is growing 
steadily without attracting attention 
outside of Italy, and the International 
indifference will probably continue un- 
til tbe storm bursts. Tbe movement Is 
undeniably in the hands of the social- 
ists, and it is of a revolutionary char- 
acter. Every industrial town is in a 
ferment already, and fights have taken 
place at a score of places, where loss 
of life has been involved. Tbe storm 
center is in Milan. At that place 15,- 
000 men left work. They have a mili- 
tary organization, divided into 15 bat- 
talions, each 1,000 strong, and subdi- 
vided into 150 companies. All this 
playing soldier Is grossly illegal, yet the 
authorities hesitate to act, as they are 
afraid of precipitating a crisis. Mean- 
time an exodus of well to do people 
is in progress, and" tbe whole city is 
in a state of painful excitement. The 
central government Is quiescent in the 
face of this really serious danger.— 
London Dispatch.

The director of the labor bureau is 


professor Stephen Bauer of the Uni- 
versity of Basel, once professor ot 
political economy in the University ot 
Chicago, who has just compiled an ac- 
count of the origin and purpose of the 
bureau, from which George Gifford, 
American consul at Basel, has made a 
report to this government. It is al- 
ready recognized by several govern- 
ments. 


The scheme was first suggested, in 


18TG 
by Colonel Emil Frey, a Swiss 


statesman, known in America as a vol- 
unteer in onr civil war, afterward as 
Swiss minister in Washington, and 
finally as president of the Swiss repub- 
lic. 


lie suggested that international con- 


ventions establish uniform conditions 
of labor In all industrial communities, 
since the danger resulting from foreign 
competition is a great obstacle in the 
way of isolated social reform. 
But 


when, five years later, the Swiss na- 
tional council unanimously voted to be- 
gin negotiations with other countries 
for this purpose, the answers were all 
unfavorable. 


The Idea did. not cease to make prog- 


ress, however. 
It was a second time 


recommended in 1SSS, and in 1S90 the 
German emperor called an internation- 
al conference at Berlin. Here all tho 
propositions in regard to regulating 
hours of labor, the work of women and 
children and Sunday labor were reject- 
ed by the delegates of the different 
countries. 


In 1897 Switzerland again took up the 


question, and the answers, though not 
so distinctly adverse as on the first oc 
casion, were again unfavorable. 
Only 


four states gave the scheme some pla- 
tonic support. 


The workingmen, however, did not 


abandon the idea of an. international 
understanding. 
The Swiss working 


men's society called an international 
congress at Zurich in September, 1897, 
to which they invited as guests govern 
ment labor officials, factory inspectors 
and economists, and it was here that 
the project of an international laboi 
bureau of a semiprivate character took 
definite form. 


A congres.s heljl soon afterward at 


Brussels appointed a committee to 
make proposals for carrying out the 
plan. To this committee and to the 
parallel action of a meeting at Ber- 
lin in 1S99 is due the foundation of the 
International Union For the Legal Pro-1 
tection of Workingmen. This associa- 
tion is designed to organize the efforts 
for social reform in every country as 
well as to serve as a financial basis 
for an international labor office. The 
committees which pursued this aim 
met at the international congress foi 
the protection of worklngmen» which 
was held at Paris in July, 1900, where 
the statutes of the new organization 
were approved. 


The Swiss national council, on mo- 


tion of the government council, has 
voted an annual contribution of 8,000 
francs ($1,544) toward the foundation 
of the international labor office and 
1,000 francs to the Swiss section. 
The 


other governments are disposed to as- 
sist the office in a similar way. 


It will publish first a code of exist- 


ing labor laws in the English, French 
and German languages; second, an in- 
ternation bulletin, and, third, an in- 
ternational annual of labor. 


The international code will contain 


the texts as -well as the motives and 
the interpretation of the existing legis- 
lation. The international labor office 
hopes to enjoy the co-operation of ex- 
perts of every country for this scien- 
tific work, who will be appointed as 
correspondents. The work of transla- 
tion will be clone by the office itself. 


The bulletin will contain current leg- 


islative and administrative matter, ex- 
tracts from parliamentary debates and 
from reports of commissions of Inquiry 


documents should not be considered 
sufficient, International statistical in- 
vestigations will be set on foot.

whole material will be compiled for 
the congress by the director of the 
office.

The wage scale having been fairly 


adjusted, the employer need not worry 
himself about what altruistic measures 
he will adopt for the benefit of his em- 
ployees. Once the interest of the latter 
in the success of the enterprise be- 
comes established, suggestions regard- 
Ing methods which will be to the com- 
mon interest of employer and employee 
will come fast enough from the men. 
Conveniences which good men need to 
do their work well and keep them in 
prime condition, mentally and physical- 
ly, are of advantage, and they are 
bound to come, but they have their 
time and place of coming, which are 
after more important things are set- 
tled. It must be remembered that kind 
words and rest rooms and libraries 
and lectures and other so called al- 
truistic measures, although excellent 
to their proper time and place, do not 
in themselves bring happiness and con- 
tentment, for they do not supply food 
and clothes and house rent and home 
comforts, and the latter are what men 
work for. Of such things, therefore, 
until the proper time arrives the men 
become suspicious, as they partake of 
the nature of charity, and honest -work- 
men resent anything of such a nature. 
The men must be mentally happy and 
well advanced in modern thought and 
methods before such things can be in 
troduced. 


Kor should an employer allow the 


announcement to become current that 
he has a "model shop" when he has 
made his business a success by adopt- 
ing the methods outlined above and 
added, such conveniences as he finds 
are of common advantage to his busi- 
ness and his men. Intelligent work 
men are sensitive to being referred to 
as adjuncts to anything "model." 


An attempt to advertise an enterprise 


by proclaiming that philanthropic prin 
ciplcs dominate its management may 
be effective for a time, but men lose re- 
spect for such philanthropy and its 
projectors, there is no philanthropy 
about it; it is pure business. Nor shoulc 
a manager announce to his men or to 
the public that he incorporates advanc 
ed ideas in his system of managemen 
'•because it pa>s." Xo advantage can 
be gained by such a course. It will, in 
fact, be found that it does not pay. H 
should no more think of making sue 
a statement than of saying that he 
keeps his own hands and face clean or 
changes his linen daily "because i 
pays."'—H. F. J. Porter in Cassier's 
Magazine.

Six thousand cigar makers of Tampa 


Fla., struck recently owing to an tm 
usual cause. A bridge which connects 
Tampa with her western suburbs hat 
been broken for two days. The nrci 
had to be ferried across the river, am 
this was slow and unsatisfactory. It 
was proposed that they strike to force 
the manufacturers to bring pressure to 
boar for the quick repair of the bridge. 
All men employed on the western side 
of the river struck and marched across 
tlie other bridges aud held a mass meet- 
ing in the L-eart of the city. This body 
of 2,000 in number then swarmed 
throughout the remainder of the city 
and demanded that the men employed 
in other factories quit work. 
Every 


man- walked out, aud as eac/h factory 
emptied they Joined the crowd, which 
numbered 6,000 at noon. 


Several narrow escapes were mnde 


by boats being overloaded. 
Orders 


were given to place pontoons in posi- 
tion. .The strikers also boycotted the 
street cars because the management 
did not give them more cars.

What a. Merchant Found Oat After It 


Had Killed Four Men. 


They were relating incidents that Oc- 


cnrred in the blind tiger district. Said 
the revenue officer: 


/'All of you know that in those dry 


counties the toper who is deprived oi his 
dram will soon learn ,to .drink anything 
that is hot or fiery, from cologne to .Ta- 
mnica ginger or pepper vinegar. Well, 
one of the most remarkable things of this 
kind that ever came under my observa- 
tion happened down here in one of the 
counties touched by the Southern rail- 
road. Some time after the county went 
dry a man. yielded to the demands of the 
frequenters of his general store anil or- 
dered, an extra supply of the various hot 
stuffs that ordinarily would have only a 
moderate gale. In the lot was a case of 
Jamaica ginger. The first to buy any of 
this ginger was a couple of brothers who 
had just returned home from the state 
university. In a few hours after dunking 
some of the stuff they were dead. With- 
out saying a word to anybody, the mer- 
chant carried the case of ginger to the at- 
tic and instructed the clerk never to sell 
any of it. 


A few months after two brothers who 


were in the turpentine business called at 
Hie store and asked for Jamaica ginger. 
The owner of the store was absent at the 
time, and the clerk, remcmbeiing the box 
up stairs, finally, after much pleading on 
the part of the boys, told them that there 
was some up stairs, but he couldn't sell 
it 
The young men proposed that they 


would go up and get some of it, and then 
he could tell his employer that he didn't 
sell it. 
The clerk was finally persuaded 


into this arrangement. la a few hours 
both young men were dead.( 


"When the o%\ner of the store heard ot 


the deaths and the action of the clerk, he 
kept his own counsel. He knew, but tho 
clerk did not, that the deaths of ths two 
sets of brothers were caused by that gin- 
ger. 


"Quietly he went into an investigation. 


He discovered after so long n time that 
the ginger was made by an up country 
firm, who. in order to produce a cheap 
grade of tbe so called ginger, had used 
wood alcohol in. the preparation of it. 
This wood alcohol being a deadly poison, 
death was sure to follow the drinking of 
it. The storekeeper was so miserable 
orcr what had occurred, accusing himself 
of being the cause of the deaths of tho 
four men, that he finally told a friend 
about the whole transaction and then 
drank n bottle of the ginger, the last of 
the case, having destroyed all but one 
bottle he had reserved for his own use. 
It ended his misery."—Macon (Ga.) Tele- 
graph.

so circenses may be translated to stand 
for all of those pastimes in which man 
may find that diversion so necessary to 
his well being. 


Why should he to whom life means 


but a continual grind between the up- 
per and nether millstones, poverty and 
toil be denied the respite and recrea- 
tion which tlie eight hour day would 
open up to him? 


While the eight hour day is recogniz- 


ed very generally as being capable of 
bringing recreation to the workers, few 
see that in it Is to be found one of tbe 
safety valves of society. 


The unemployed, that great army 


In whose hands has so often rested the 
fate of empires—their numbers must 
be reduced! How shall it be done? 
Shootiug them might be recommended 
ipon the ground of dispatch, starving 
them would be rather a slow opera- 
tion; but they will submit to neither. 


There Is a remedy, and it is proposed 


by their fellow workingmen, and it is 
to be found in the better distribution 
of labor that the eight hour clay brings. 


The man at work is willing—nay, 


anxious—that bis idle brothers should 
have that chance, knowing full well 
that with so many hungry men fighting 
each other and all fighting him for his 
job he can have but little hope of an 
honest return for the sweat of his 
brow. 


So up with the old cry of your Ro- 


man prototypes, fellow workers, ceas- 
ing only when wo have that division of 
food and amusement that should be 
ours by every right and reason.—D. 
Douglass Wilson in Machinists' Jour- 
nal.

Belgium, which was one of the first 


European states to provide for govern- 
ment intervention In the interest of la- 
bor, has now before its chamber a new 
bill winch makes a long step iu ad- 
vance, Tlie bill is expected to become 
a law without modification. 
As the 


law now stands a workman, In case of 
bodily injury, can ouly claim compen- 
sation if he can show that the injury 
was due to negligence ou the part of 
his employer. According to the new 
measure, an employee who receives an 
injury which incapacitates him for 
more than a fortnight shall be paid by 
the employer even should the accident 
be traced to the fault of the claimant. 
The amount of Indemnity is fixed at 
half the sufferer's average earnings in 
case of total disability, or, in case of 
partial incapacity, to half the differ- 


nation which refuses to extend 


icnesty to all industrial relations, but 
prefers to intensify all that is wrong 
there, the greater the force for evil in 
ts most fatal manifestation, in wrong 
enactments, in vicious, selfish legisla- 
tion.

They 
are afraid to lose that, to be dislodged 
from their little higher pedestal where 
they can play the actors on a vaster 
theater, where they have a few more 
admirers, where they can pose as fel- 
lows of a higher grade, built up with 
better clay and so with more chances 
to be prominent in the life beyond, as 
they have been in the life below. Spir- 
itual greed on top of material greed! 
That is perhaps one ot" the dreadfully 
low moral ideals that yet pervade hu- 
manity today Inherited from heathen 
religious and which actually make 
modern. Christianity an out and out 
heathenish Christianity, the antithesis 
of that of Christ, essentially distinct 
from it in all moral and ethical as- 
pects anyhow, the most important of 
uny religion that may claim to evolve 
joy and manhood. 


As a matter of actual fact the bot- 


tom principles of our philosophy of life, 
backed by our choice people, those who 
have from tune immemorial converted 
nations into dens of iniquity, have al- 
ways claimed that the perpetuation of 
evil, and hence that of social and in- 
dividual deformities, is to be the order 
ot tne day for a long, long period of 
human growth. That was already tbe 
doctrine of the ruling classes in India 
when Jesus, the grand reformer, told 
them, "Either make tbe tree good and 
bis fruit good or make the tree corrupt 
and his fruit corrupt." 
Jesus did not 


accept the diabolic conception of our 
line teachers about any social organiza- 
tion partially good and partially bad 
deserving some respect from sensible, 
honest men. Such a corrupt social tree 
as that of today deserves nothing but 
contempt. It must necessarily be still 
more corrupt than that of 19 centuries 
ago repudiated by Jesus because evil 
is bound to grow as long as it is al- 
lowed to live, since the law of life, for 
good or evil, is a law of growth. The 
si us of onr old age are more cou- 
temptible than those of youth because 
ot" our greater experience, knowledg 
and opportunities to suppress evil. Tlio 
same applies to every old organized so- 
ciety and hence to the organized greed 
we may see fit to develop, promote, 
stand by or refuse to attack, to hate, 
to detest. And we love evil if we don't 
bate it and fall to do our best to kill 
it in any form it may appear. 


One of the factors that make our 


civilization stand self condemned is the 
existence of classes aud masses, as dis- 
tinct as ever, if not more so; also that 
eternal exclamation of IIOAV to save the 
inu&scs, how to convert them, how to 
rescue them from their own bad habits, 
and, 
as the churches, with all their 


wealth and power, acknowledge their 
Incapacity in that direction, we have to 
have pauper churches, called missions, 
and there again we hear of prayers to 
God to save and convert the masses! 
Well, if the rich churches bad at least 
converted the classes, the masses 


brought the trouble on tne by lifting 
heavily and I did not expect to ever get 
rid of ;it.

skilled labor they had not been able 
to earn more than §4 weekly. 


Attorney William J. Strong, who rep- 


resented the girls, contended that 
though one firm might have tbe right to 
refuse to employ certain persons, a com- 
bination of all the firms engaged in that 
business to keep certain persons out 
of v?ork was criminal. Judge Baker 
held that several corporations acting 
together had tbe same rights as a 
single corporation In protecting Its in- 
terests. He summarized his decision, 
saying: 


"One has the right to decline to en- 


ter the service of another, and several 
persons acting jointly, in pursuance of 
an agreement to that effect, have tbe 
right so to decline. 
So one has the 


right to decline to employ another, and 
several persons acting jointly in the 
pursuance of an agreement to that ef- 
fect have the right so to decline." 


Attorney Strong announced he would 


carry tbe case to a higher court.—Chi- 
cago Tribune.

Decision of Chicago Judge Is a Blov* 


to Union Labor. 


In a noteworthy decision Judge Baker 
lds the stockyards packing firms had 


a right, according to law, to agree to 
refuse to employ certain persons. The 
decision is important in labor litiga- 
tion. This is the first time in a west- 
ern court tlw so called "black list," by 
which a man who leaves one firm and 
is kept out of employment in his trade 
by any other firms, has been given the 
legal sanction of the courts. 


The case was one of a scries brought 


by girls employed as labclers and can 
painters by Libby, MeNeill & Libby un- 
til the strike of February, 1900. 
At 


that time they quit work on account oC 
cuts in their wages. In June they at- 
tempted to secure work In other pack- 
ing factories, but were unable to do 
so. The-plaintiff in 1ho suit was Miss 
Annie Condon. The defendants were 
Libby, McNelll & Libby, Armour & Co., 
Nelson Morris & Co. and the Fail-bank 
Canning company. Miss Condon tes- 
tified she had applied for work to t.'ic 
Fnirbank CnnultiR company and Ar- 
monr As Co., and at the latter place 
was Informed she ..could not be em- 
ployed on account of her connection 
wllli the labor tr mules M Libby, Mc- 
Ncill & Llbby's factory. 


Tho defendants contended that tho 


combination, c\en If it did-exist, was 
lawful. They did -not deny the girls 
had sustained dnlwages, or that on ac- 
count of the alleged "black list" they 
were nnable to obtain work at their 
trade In Chicago. The girls showed 
that where they bnd been earning $15 
weekly at n trade which It bad taken 
thorn ycnrs to lonrn .since tho combina- 
tion to keep tbrin out of work by the 
on!v fiuns which needed that kind of 


Labor "Wins Tliia Time. 


Although the appellate division in a 


decision handed down practically up- 
held the eight hour law, the constitu- 
tionality of tbe law was not discussed 
nor gone into thoroughly, and Corpora- 
tion Counsel Wbalcn awaits with much 
interest the opinion of the court of ap- 
peals on tbis subject. Tbe decision of 
tbe appellate division was on an appeal 
made by Eugene Lentilbon, tbe con- 
tractor for tbe removal of the Forty- 
second street reservoir. Tbe comptroller 
held up liis bills on the ground tbat he 
had not complied with the labor law, 
and tbe contractor asked for a man- 
damus to compel payment. 


The application for a mandamus was 


refused by tbe lower court, and the ap- 
pellate division says tbe application 
was deuied properly. On tbe point of 
tbe eight hoar law tbo opinion says: 


"It is difficult to see why the city of 


New York, which has the absolute con- 
trol of its own property, had not tbe 
legal right to contract with the relator 
as to the number of hours which 
should constitute a day's labor or tbe 
maximum number of hours which a 
laborer should be employed in one day 
and why it has not tbe legal right to in- 
sist upou the rclator's performing tbe 
contract in this respect or in default 
thereof subject himself to the penalty 
therein pro\ldecl, according to the let- 
ter and spirit of the contract."—New 
York Press. 


Tlie Blackbird* anil tb«S Cnt.

ways of interest to those who wonder 
how ho timid a bird iu the defense of 
its nest should show so much' coin-ago, 
took place at a garden in Dufficld. A 
large black cat ventured near, with ne 
faHous intentions, the nest of a pair of 
blackbirds'. Thereupon the male bird, 
sounding his familiar note of shrill 
\\niuing, opened an attack upou the in- 
truder aud was supported by his mati 
aud two other blackbirds.

Hobs-such was the cars name- be 
bed his fighting appellation and bolted 
A correspondent declares that a piece 
of the cat's ear was clipped out, which 
shows that, those soft billed birds must 
have gone to work In a business-like 
manner.—Westminster Onacttc.
